China has 
been the subject of very genuine con­ 
cern to the d ep artm en t and Mr. Rock­ 
hill, the American minister at Pekin) 
is under instructions to keep W a sh in g ­ 
ton 
thoroughly 
and frequently 
iii 
formed of the situation. 
H e is also 
exerting himself at the Chinese capital 
in an effort to check or allay the anti 
American feeling that app ears to be 
growing. 
While not a d m ittin g th a t 
the situation is one of im mediate d a n ­ 
ger, the oflicials here will not be at 
all surprised at any developments 
month may bring forth. 
Although at 
the outset dem anding only a re tu rn to 
the provision of the original exclusion 
treaty of 1SS0, which applied to Chi 
nese laborers without specifying the 
classes of Chinam en which should be 
admitted, 
iu some provinces

festos have been issued declaring that 
if the boycott 
is rigidly

Although

primarily against Americans, 
th e feeling of ill will th a t seem s to be 
growing in various parts of the e m ­ 
pire is interpreted by Orientalists to 
have

deeper meaning. 
In

word, it is declared to be anti-foreign, 
and there a re indications that all for­ 
eigners with the possible exception of 
the Ja p a n e s e will soon be as keenly 
affected as are Americans. 
Informal representations regarding 
tile Chinese 
situation have 
been ex­ 
changed between some of th e E uro­ 
pean powers, but thus far this country 
has not called other nations into con­ 
sultation because there is a very gen­ 
eral feeling in Europe th a t the Chi­ 
nese 
are 
unjustly 
discrim inated 
against by America, and so lone as the 
anti-foreign feeling is confined to A m ­ 
ericans tiic* Europeans are expected to 
await the outcome without taking ac­ 
tion.
